The Recognition Programs Branch, AFpC/DPPPRA, reviewed this
,application and states that award of the AFGCM requires three
years of exemplary service; however, he served less than three
years and is not eligible for the AFGCM. Therefore, they
recommend denial of his request for the AFGCM.

APP| ICANT"S RFVIFW OF_AIR FORCE EVALUATION:

The applicant reviewed the Air Force evaluation and provided a
response which is attached at Exhibit E.

THE BOARD CONCLUDES THAT :

1. The applicant has exhausted all remedies provided by existing
law or regulations.

2. The application was not timely filed; however, it is in the
interest of justice to excuse the failure to timely File.

3. Sufficient relevant evidence has been presented to
demonstrate the existence of a probable error or injustice. The
Board is cognizant of the fact that award of the AFGCM requires
three years of exemplary service and the applicant completed less
than_ the required three years. However, given the fact the
applicant was discharged for hardship reasons only 3 months prior
to being eligible for the AFGCM, and considering that he entered
the Alr Force under the delayed enlistment program and had 7
months and 2 d?¥8 of prior inactive service, we believe it would
be unjust to deny his request. Therefore, we recommend his
records be corrected to the extent indicated below.

THE BOARD rRECOMMENDS THAT:

The pertinent military records of the Department of the Air Force
relating to APPLICANT, be corrected to show that at the time of
his separation from the Air Force on 13 June 1980, he was awarded
the Ailr Force Good Conduct Medal as an exception to poW|cy-
